COLUMBUS UP—A Detroit man 
charged with selling and possessing 
narcotics drew a prison term of 
122 to 255 years in common pleas 
court here Tuesday. 
The heavy penalty was imposed 
on Herbert Hoover Williams, 27, 
by Judge Dana F. Reynolds. 
The court imposed the sentence 
under a new state narcotics law 
that carries a mandatory 20 to 40 
years penalty for selling narcot­ 
ics, and 2 to 15 years for posses­ 
sing narcotics.

P.: In my opinion, a 
really competent housewife, 
con­ 
fronted with a problem like this, 
would let Jim off the hook, lf he 
provides you a comfortable home 
in a better class section, he has 
certain valid claims to apprecia­ 
tion as a worthwhile team mate. 
And if he isn t an able and willing 
handyman on the premises, well, 
at least he is ready to let you 
hire that sort of work done. 
If he isn’t interested in patch- 


' up chores, tot exercise or to save 
money, if he prefers to grind like 
a slave in business, to buy leisure 
in his home life, I think it is a mis­ 
take to suppose, as you do, that 
your demands are righteous. 
In effect you fight Jim for being 
himself, unlike you; for having liv­ 
ing values that differ from yourn. 
This is an unfair 
attitude 
that 
I overlooks and sets at naught his 
solid virtues as a partner. 
Since you have a concern about 
property upkeep, and Jim cand­ 
idly 
sidesteps 
fixit 
chores, 
the 
smart solution 
is: 
Learn 
about 
plugs out, filters slipped, windows 
open. etc., so that you won't have 
to call specialists twice on such 
flukes. Get shop service on auto 
j and bicycles. Plan an occasional 
bargain day’s work for a handy­ 
man. Graciously try to make no 
fuss about the smooth-running of 
| the household (at Jim 's expense). 
Once you take this constructive 
tack, Jim may turn over a new 
leaf too. Your erstwhile habitual 
nagging likely has done more harm 
than good.

Roseola Infantum 
Is Seldom Serious 


•y MUMAW It 8UNDESIN, M.0. 
AB its name suggests, roseola 
Infantum la a disease affecting 
young children, usually those un­ 
der the age of three. And ainee it 
la m ost prevalent during spring 
and fall, I think a discussion of 
it is timely. 
While complications seldom de­ 
velop. and the stricken youngster 
gen erally recovers w ith only 
sym ptom atic treatm ent, the high 
temperature and rash which ac­ 
com pany th e d isea se usu ally 
Alarm the parents. 
The disease probably Is caused 
by a virus and la believed to be 
communicable. There have been 
minor epidemics lr oui time to 
time. 
High Fever 
If your youngster become* a 
victim, he probably will develop 
a fever ranging from 103 to 105 
degrees very abruptly. This high 
temperature will continue 
for 
three to five days. 
There Is no indication of the 
cause although there may be mild 
respiratory sym ptom s, sw ollen 
lymphatic glands or loose a tools 
during the fever period. 
Some children will experience 
Tittle discom fort. Others do not 
eat well, are restless, sleep poorly 
and seem to be in pain. C onvul­ 


sions are common during this 
I period. 
Unlike measles and scarlet fe­ 
ver, the rash doesn't develop until & 
the temperature drops, usually * 
about the fourth day. 


Cheat cmd A bdom en 


The rash Is composed of dis­ 
crete pink mascules and usually 
Is most profuse on the chest and 
abdomen. It sometime* appears 
on the nape of the neck, th* 
upper part of the limbs and even 
the scalp. But the rash on th# 
face is barely noticeable. 
Despite the rash, your young- (j 
star probably will feel and act 
well by this time. Generally th® 
rash Is fully developed within 24 
hours and subsides within i t 
houri. 
Sponging the child with tepid 
w ater or alcohol m ay help bring 
the fever down and keep it below 
103 degrees.
